Bizzoco Lectures at National Coaches College 




Dr. Bruce Bizzoco 
has just returned from 
the National Coaches 
College, as a guest lec- 
turer. The Coaches 
College is a part of the 
United States Fencing 
Association effort to 
encourage fencing 
coaches to develop their 
own unique coaching 
style based on a strong 
educational foundation. 

The USFA 
Coaches College has a 
tried, progressive cur- 
riculum, offered as week- 
long courses in each of 
the three weapons, at 
five levels of competen- 
cy. The instruction for 



each weapon and each 
level consists of working 
gym sessions and cours- 
es in the classroom. All 
sessions are conducted 
at the United States 
Olympic Training Center 
in Colorado Springs. 

Bruce was one of 
the original 60 coaches 
selected to participate in 
the first college and 
graduated as an instruc- 
tor in all three weapons. 

Two years ago Dr. 
Bizzoco was asked to 
return as an instructor on 
the history of the sword. 
"I gave a lecture every 
day on the history of the 
sword; we started with 



stone weapons and fin- 
ished the week with mod- 
ern foils and sabers. The 
students got to see and 
handle swords from a 
Roman Gladius to 
broadswords with chain 
mail and rapiers and 
sabers of the 19th centu- 
ry. I took examples from 
my collection and due to 
the weight I had to drive 
to Colorado." 

Participants in the 
Coaches College were 
offered college C.E.U.'s 
through Shelton State's 
Department of 
Continuing Education.
